SBI.MA, April 22.—This murning about 


H o'clock lire broke out in one of the sa- 
loons on Front street, between First and 
Second Ktreets. 


The alarm was immediately given and 


the lire tlejsartnient WUH soon on the 
ground. 


Tlie row of frame buildings burned 


like Under and 
everything between 


Kulner, Goldstein C'o.'s block and the 
llertram brick building win destroyed 
with the exception of KusBcll'fl billiard 
hall, which ifi badly damaged. 


There was a light wind from the 


northwest and for a time it looked as if 
the llertram buildings, the Matthowu & 
McCartney block and the Hank building 
were doomed. 


Ijanru iron jriianls were drawn across 


the sidewalks on both sides of the lire 
which kept the llumcH from lapping 
around on the sidewalks and store fronts 
which was all that saved the buildings 
just mentioned. 


The water supply was very poor at 


lirst, but after the liremen got started 
they did goal work. 


No one seems to know just bow or 


where the lire, originated. Some alleged 
that it started in leather's saloon, lo- 
cated in the. Commercial hotel, while 
others say that the first (lames issued 
from Wasgatt's confectionery store and 
.Tarrett's saloon adjoining the- Commer- 
cial hotel. 


Nothing was saved from tho saloons, 


Wasgalt's store, or the two Chinese 
ri'staurants, but the furniture, ia both 
barber shops was saved. 


Station Agent Hcilig telegraphed to 


Fresno for the railroad fire department. 
They responded that they were ready to 
start if needed, to save the railroad 
property hero or could assist in saving 
other property.

The loss is not so great as might be ex- 


pected, as all of the buildings burned 
were old. The total loss to buildings 
and slocks and furniture might reason- 
ably he estimated at $10,000 to *12,000, 
while the total insurance, on the same 
ranges from $7500 to *SOOO. 


Mr. Prather, who owned the Coinmer- 


rial hotel, is probably the heaviest loser 
as he had lately withdrawn some of his 
insurance that he had been carrying on 
hit* properly.

It Will Enable the People to Defy 


Monopoly. 


A meeting of citizens has been called 


in Fresno to effect a permanent oi'fMini- 
/.ation with the intention of fcrmhu: u 
company with a capilal slock of Jfr>00,000 
toix'ustruct anavigablecanal fromFire- 
1 iaiu;h.s to Fresno, a distance of forty 
miles, Bays tlie San Francisco Chronicle. 
The proposition is lo construct a series 
of canals to the San ,loni)uin, j-iviujr 
w-iter I'ommunii'iitioii to Fresno, llan- 
ford, Tulari', Menvd and Bakerslidd. 


lOstimates have been made, showing 


caiials for the iirst year would nearly, if 
not <juite pay for t'be cost of construc- 
lion. Person's in this, city interested in 


that if the scheme were managed on a 
lilx-ral principle in tin- interest of the 
public it would pay a handsome interest 
on tbe investment, and we may add, as 
a sort of corollary that unless it be man- 
aged on such a basis it had better not be 
undertaken at all. 
The urea! San Jo.iipiiu valley is an 


ideal lo;jit ion for the construction of a 
iiiniu canal with lateral branches. In 
fact the main canal is already construct- 
ed in the San Joaquin river, which can 
be deej>ened and enlarged at a compara- 
tivolv small expense so as to bo naviga- 
ble for nearly the entire year. \Vith the 
river canal as the main 'artery it mus) 
be easy and not very expensive to con- 
struct" lateral canals, s-o as to insure 
water cominunicariou with the greater 
part of the magnificent valley. 


It is established beyond any doubt 


that in the movement of staples from 
the Held to the market nothing can com- 
pete with water carriage. Railroads 
play a useful and indispensable part in 
the'great work of transportation, but 
when it comes to carrying wheat mid 
biirlev and wim: and diich products to 
tide water, the canal can outdo them all 
the time.

Joaiiuin vallev are 
we.ll advised they 


will take hold"of this movement, in earn- 
est, for no scheme yet mooted would be 
so conducive to their prosperity as this. 
AVith such a canal system in operation 
tbev could bid defiance lo railroad pools 
ami syndicates, for no combination of 
railroads can rival a canal conducted 
and manaiied properly.
